Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 16-19, 21-25, and 30-37 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claims 16 and 30, an, the independent claim includes " wherein the monitoring signal 
comprises a first signal and a derivative signal of the first signal" in combination with the 
remaining claim limitation is not taught and/or made obvious by the prior art. See remarks, pages 
2-6, received on 1/17/07. As depicted in figs. 1 and 2,Abouav, considered closest to related art, 
teaches providing a conductor arrangement (20) connected to a detonator (6) for providing blast 
control signals (e.g., signals from controller (14)). Abouav teaches the control device includes 
control circuitry of the actuator so as to read data stored in the actuator unit. As depicted in fig. 
1, Dixon et ah, considered closest to related art, teaches utilizing a blast feature signal 
communication path (e.g., conductor wire 12) extending from at least one detonator hole region, 
and at least one sensor (11) connected to one of a main conductor arrangement (12) and any 
respective conductor arrangements (12). Neither Abouav nor Dixon et al. teaches wherein the 
monitoring signal comprises a first signal and a derivative signal of the first signal.
